or the South, with its appreciation of the finer things in life, the Victorian 
Age did not go unnoticed. As a matter of fact, the common denominators 
of Victorian design — verandas, dormer windows and an extensive use of 
woodwork — fit into the Southern architectural landscape with little trouble. 

In the Victorian age, advances in construction technology and an improved eco- 
nomic climate allowed for homes with intricate detail, complex shapes and a grand 
nature. Some would say the Victorian Age produced the only true American housing 
style. In the South, where influences were centuries old and from several countries, 
this recognition of Victorian design does not pass without significance. 

Basic Victorian elements often include asymmetrical forms, steeply pitched roofs 
anda multitude of decorative detail, and the South readily embraced these elements 
as it explored such Victorian styles as Second Empire, Italianate and Queen Anne. In 
the two former, proportions tend toward the vertical; decoration includes carved bal- 
usters, repeating columns and intricate window and door surrounds. Design EE9015 
reflects some of these features with a facade offset by a gable and curved spindlework 
that ties together a very charming front porch. 

Providing the largest landscape for stylistic innovations, the Queen Anne style 
features steeply pitch roof lines, oftentimes a front-facing gable and a turret, fan and 
side lights around doors and a variety of exterior materials. Clapboard is the most 
common of these and usually combines with shingles, masonry and even terra-cotta. 
Then, of course, come the spandrels, spindlework, finials and corner brackets to act 
as icing on the cake. 

With considerable proportions and comfortable living patterns, Design EE2953 
captures much of the magic of the Queen Anne style. Decorated with covered porches 
on three sides, this home welcomes all into a fantastic interior.

Il the grandeur of the South comes through in our selection of styles 
ranging from Southern Colonial and Georgian to the distinguished 
Plantation style. Similarities of these houses include the use of brick — 
oftentimes to ward off the evils of rain on wood—columns and pedi- 
mented structures. 

The Southern Colonial, for example, displays symmetry with a covered stoop 
flanked by equal sets of windows. Quoins enhance the exterior as in Design EE9364. 
This house features a family room wing on the left to balance a modern garage wing 
on the right. The floor plan remains true to order. 

To expand on such stateliness, EE3303 utilizes a roof overhang supported by six 
columns to create a portico. Balance reigns, again, through matching wings on both 
sides of the main house. In this design, the wings function in truly modern terms 
with one for the family vehicles and one to accommodate the master bedroom suite. 

Symmetry continues to be the watchword in Georgian variations, with a central 
structure often flanked by wings. However, these wings tend to carry more living 
space with one wing carrying all sleeping quarters and another, utility areas (usually 
coupled with the garage). Brick continues as the primary exterior material, especially 
appropriate for the South. As displayed in Design EE2693, Georgians are less vertical 
and have a lower pitched roof. Four chimneys dominate the exterior elevation and are 
placed in an orderly fashion. Entryways remain a focus with columns and pediments 
introducing a very livable interior. 

Of all the styles prominent in the South, perhaps the most distinguished is the 
Southern Plantation home. Steeped in Southern history, this style exhibits classic 
architectural proportions. Because plantations were often set in the moist, fertile 
areas of the South — especially Louisiana — concern over water tables came into 
play.
